WASHINGTON, Dee. £7,—Condi- 
tions of famine and suffering in 
Mexico, said by some observers to 
rival the distress in the HMuropean 
theatre of war, are desoribed in re- 
ports to the American Red Cross with 
appeals for help. 

Consul General Hanna has sent the 
following message from Monterey: 
“There is an alarming shortage of 
stapie goods and supplies. Several 
vutlying towns are appealing to me 
fer help. If the winter keeps cool 
there will be great suffering. 1 neet 
2,000 cheap blankets. After four 
years of war this whole country is 
short of food." 

The consul at Mattamoras conf'rms 
an @ppeal which safd: “The condi- 
tions in Europe, which shock the civi- 
lized world, have existed here against 
cur borders jor four years, unconsid- 
ered, Mexico is peopled with widows 
and orphans ané famine js in the land, 
Cne sees it daily in emaciated forms, 
sPiunnen cheeks, tightiy drawn skin 
and burhing eyes, sees it in the faces 
of women, old men and little children, 
Many have died on the American sot: 
during the last year, obviously from 
obscure diseases but actually from 
Sarvat.on, but there are hundreds of 
children who have never had suffi- 
elent food in their lives. The sound 
of laughter and playing children ts 
stilled in Mexico,

LINDON, Dec, 27—10.05 p.m,—As- 
sisted by light cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines, seven British naval air- 
men, piloting seaplanes; made a der- 
ing attack Christmas day on the Ger- 
man naval base at Cuxhaven, at the 
mouth of the Elbe. Six of the airmen 
returned safely but the seventh, Com- 
mander Hewlett, it is feared has been 
lost, as his machine was found off 
Heligoland wreeked. 

What damage was done by the 
bombs thrown by the attacking party 
could not be ascertained but the Ger- 
man report of the affair says that the 
raid was fruitless, 

The enterprise of the British navy 
in thus attempting to “dig out” the 
German fleet brought about a battle 
between the most modern of war ma- 
chines. The British squadron, ine.ud- 
ing the light cruiser Arethusa and 
Undaunted, which have been engaged 
in previous exploits on the German 
coast, Was attacked by Zepplins. sen- 
planes and submarines. 

Zeppelins Put to Flight. 

By rapid manoeuvering the ships 
were avdle to avoid the submarines, 
while the Zeppeiins found the fire of 
the cryisers too dangerous tor them 
to keep up the fight, The German sea- 
planes dropped bombs, which accord- 
ing to the British account, fell harm- 
lessly into the sea. The Germans, how- 
ever, claim to have hit two destroyers 
and their convoy, the latter being set 
atire. 

The British ships,remained in the 
vicinity for three hours without being 
attacked by any surface warships and 
picked up three of the seven pilots 
and the plane s. Three others were 
picked up by subrbarines, and thelr 
machines were sunk. Commander 
Hewlett, it is thought was drowned. 

British Statement. 

The official press bureau gave out 
the following statement tomght re- 
garding the British raid on the Ger- 
man coast: 

“On FF » December 25. the Ger- 
man warships lying off Schilling 
Roads, off CuZhaven, were attacked 
by seven naval seaplanes piloted by 
Flight Commanders Oliver, Hewictt, 
Boss and Kilner, Flight Lieuts. Sm.ley 


and Edwards and Superintendent 
Lieut. Blackburn. 

“The attuck was delivered in day- 
light, starting from a point ifn the 


Vielulty of Heligoland. The sewp.anes 
were escorted by a light cruiser ond 
destroyer force, together with sub- 
marines. As the ships were seen by 
the Germans from Hellgoland two 
Zeppelins and three or four hostile 
seaplanes and several hostile sulbm«ar- 
ines attacked them. 
A Novel Combat. 

“It was necessary for the British 
ships to remain in the neighborhood 
to pick up the returning airmen, and 
a novel combat ensued between the 
most modern cruisers and the enemy's 
air craft and submarines by sw-ft 
manoeuvering the enemy's submar- 
ines were avoided and the two Zep- 
pelins were easily put to flight by the 
guns of the Undaunted and Arethure. 

“The enemy's senplanes succeeded 
in dropping their bombs near’ our 
ships. but without hitt.ng any of them. 
The British ships remained for three 
hours off the enemy's ceast without 
being molested by any surfac® vessel 
and safely re-embarked three out of 
the seven airmen with their ma- 
chines. Three other pilots returned 
later and were picked up by Urtsh 
submarines which were standing by 
Their machines were then sunk. ,

“The extent of the damage by the 
British airmen's bombs cannot be es- 
timated, but all were discharged at 
points of military significance, 

“On Thursday last Squadron Master 
Davis. of the naval air service, visited 
Brussels in a Farman biplane for the 
dropping of twelve bombs at an alir- 
ship shed reported to contain a Ger- 
man Parseval. E.ght of these bombs, 
of which six are believed to have hit, 
were discharged at the first attack; 
the remaining four on the return 
flight, Because of the clouds of smoke 
which arose from the shed the effect 
could not he distinguished. 

Bomb Dropped in England, 

Another naval airman. on Christ- 
mas Eve, dropped tweive bombs on 
an airship shed at Brussels, but it was 
impossible definitely to ascertain the 
amount of damage done, 

It was learned today that the Ger- 
man airman who visited Eng-and on 
Christmas ¢ay dropped a bomb near 
Rochester, Which is only 28 miles 
east-southeast of St. Paul's, London, 
and seven miles from Gravesend. The 
bomb d no damage as it fell in the 
roadway. 

The German Version, 

BERLIN, Dec. 27—The German 
admiralty Saturday night made the 
following announcement: 

“On December 25 eight British 
ships made a dash Into Germany. 
Hydro-areoplanes, convoyed by them, 
made an advance against the mouths 
of German rivers and dropped bombs 
intended for ships lying at anchor 
and a gas tank near Cuxhaven. No 
damage resulted. 

“The hydro-aeroplanes were fired 
at and withdrew in a westerly direc- 
tion. German airships and aerop.anes 
reconnoitered against the British 
forces and succeeded in hitting with 
bombs two British destroyers and one 
other vessel of the convoy. On the 
latter fire broke out. F prevented a 
continuation of the fighting.” 

The announcement by the German 
admiralty of an attempt ‘by British 
Warships against the German coast is 
the first intimation of what appears 
to be a reply to the recent attack by 
German cruisers against the Eng'ish 
seaports of Scarborough, Whitby and 
Hartlepool. 

Cuxhaven is a fortified seaport of 
Germany, 58 miles west northwest of 
Hambu It is at the mouth of the 
estuary of the Eibe. The approximate 
distance across the North Sea from 
the English coast to Cuxhaven is 360 
miles, 


U. S. CRUISER 
THREATENED TO 
USE HER GUNS

LONDON, Dec. 27.—A Reuter des- 
pate from Athens says it was the 
cruiser North Carvlina which threat- 
ened to use its guns at Tripoli. The 
North Carolina, convoying the Ameri- 


can steamer Virginia, had proceeded 
to Tripoli and the commander re- 
quested the Turkish author'ties to 
permit the British and French con- 
suls to depart with their own coun- 
trymen resident in Tripoli. This re- 
quest was refused. Several French 
residents boarded the Virginia, but 
were attacked by a mob who wound- 
ed the captain and first officer. The 
North Carolina then threatened tc 
fire, whereupon he mob fled. 


The Virginia escorted by the North 
Carolina, then left for Dedeagatch ani 
the North Carolina later proceeded for 
Smyrna, 

Many Frenah refugees, the despatch 
adds, have arrived at Paris. 


The United States cruiser North 
Carolina, according to a Washington 


despatch of December 16, proceeded 
from the island of Scioto, on the coust 
of Asia Minor, for Alexandria to take 
gold to Jaffa for the relief of Jews 
in Jerusalem.

~ SHOULD INVADE 


Military Expert Says an Army 
Should be Landed in 
Schleswig-Holstein

"NEW YORK, Dec. 27—-A promin- 
ent military expert connected with 
the United States army, and whose 


name cannot therefore be used, ex- 
presses the opinion that Engiand can 
quickest bring the defeat of rmany, 
by an invasion of Schleswi sistein. 
‘This gentleman has directed import- 
ant public work in Germany as well 
as in England, and has written exten- 
sively on the military Operations of 
the European countries 

“England will never 
her object in this war—the destruc- 
tion of the German f-eet.”’ he sald yes- 
terday, “untess she lands an army in 
Schleswig-Holstein I betieve that 
we will soon hear of a move in that 
direction. Following the dash to 
Cuxhaven I believe we will now hear 
of attacks further north on the coast 
of Schleswig-Holstein. These attacks, 
I believe, will be made in conjunction 
with an Englisha y. ‘England must 
jand an army in Northern Schleswig 
Holstein and march it down to the 
protected horbors and canals where 
the German fleet is. 

“The first army would, no doubt. 
have a hard time in landing, but once 
having gained a fuothold the navy on 
the outside would prevent a dislodge- 
ment. Troops could then be landed 
for weeks and a great army cou.d be 
built up. Under such cir ums ances 
every energy should be directed to 
an advance through Schiesw.g-tHol- 
stein to the Kiel canal, 

“The Kiel canai once captured the 
capture or destruction of the German 
fleet would only be ai question ot 
time, the army and namy still work- 
ing together. If Germany attempt- 
ed the destruction of the canal it 
could be restored, and then Russia's 
unlimited resources of men wouid be 
available for use elsewhere than on 
Russia's own frontiers. Russia could 
then also be strengthened in war 
munitions from outside,”
